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MESSAGE FROM THE PRESIDENT

Greetings to all. As this year’s Board President, I hope 
to keep you aware of items of interest to you. In order to 
accomplish this, we must hear 
from you regarding your concerns. 

I had the opportunity to be a 
delegate at this year’s National 
Council meeting in July. Dee Esry 
and Janet Anderson joined me as 
Board members, as well as 
Calvina Thomas and Lori Scheidt, 
Board staff. Increasing the 
NCLEX® examination fee was a 
hot topic with a proposal of an 
increase to $180. During the 
motion, it was amended to $200 by 
Utah. Missouri voted no; however, 
the motion passed and as of October 1, 2001, the new fee 
for the NCLEX® examination will be $200. Other items 
discussed were updates on the states that now have mutu- 
al recognition, advance practice issues concerning compe- 
tency and minimum standards, and a response to the 
IOM’s (Institute of Medicine) report on “To Err is 
Human.” Another major topic is the upcoming nursing

shortage. Nationally, there is a 6% decrease in new nurses 
and the average age of the practicing nurse keeps increas- 
ing. 

Missouri has the second lowest license renewal fee in 
the United States. As noted in the last newsletter, our 
renewal fee is being increased. The last increase was in 
1993 when it changed from $21 to $23 per year for RN and 
$17 to $19 per year for LPN. The Finance Committee is 
closely evaluating this at this time. The Division of 
Professional Registration recently purchased and is now 
implementing a new system for licensing as well as optical 
imaging for information management. Because nursing 
comprises 30% of the licensees in the Division, we 
assessed are 30% of the costs, as well as 30% of the costs 
of this type of equipment. This along with the increasing 
number of complaints, increases our costs. As always, our 
goal is to keep renewal fees at a minimum. 

Hopefully, more and more information can be accessed 
over the Internet to facilitate our licensees. This saves your 
time as well as postage for mailings, copying, etc. that 
decrease budgetary needs. 

As working practitioners ourselves, Board members are 
kept apprised of current problems facing our profession. It 
is our duty as a Board to ensure safe and effective nursing 
care in the interest of public protection. When safety 
becomes compromised because of a shortage or other 
issues, please help us by keeping us informed.

Renewal notices will be mailed 
in January/February 2001. 

If you have moved within the past two years or experi- 
enced a 911 address change please do not forget to notify us. 
Also, if you have changed your name, please notify us of the 
change. 

Renewal notices are not forwarded by the postal service. 
Each renewal period, thousands of renewal notices do not get 
delivered due to a change of address. This problem can, and 
has, resulted in a delay in getting a nursing license renewed. 
An expired license can then become a lapsed license. In order 
to renew a lapsed license, additional fees must be paid. Do 
not let this happen to you!

Recently, our 
office has responded to numer- 
ous requests for information on 
the shortage. I thought I would 
share the information we gath- 
ered with you. 

The number of students :

decreased, as evidenced by the 
charts below.

In the past, the Board of Nursing has seen the number 
of nurses increase by 1'/2 to 2% per year. That has changed. 
From fiscal year 1999 to fiscal year 2000, we saw a 5.8% 
decrease in the number of currently licensed LPNs. RN 
licenses expire April 30, 2001, with the current trend, we 
anticipate that, at the minimum, 6% of the RNs will not 
renew.

Complex issues face today’s nurses, and a coalition of 
organizations within the profession is attempting to pro- 
vide leadership on those chal- 
lenges. 

The Missouri Coalition for 
Nursing held a summit on 
September 27, 2000, in Jefferson 
City, Mo., that brought together 
more than 30 participants from 
across the spectrum of nursing to 
discuss the profession’s future, 
opportunities and the evolving role 
of nurses. The Coalition is com- 
prised of members from the Esry 
Missouri State Board of Nursing, 
the Missouri League for Nursing, 
the Missouri Organization of Nurse Executives, the 
Missouri Nurses’ Association, and the Missouri Society of 
Licensed Practical Nurses. 

The summit’s purpose was to discuss how the current 
nursing shortage is different, what is evolving for the pro- 
fession, and to set long- and short-term goals. 

The Coalition identified several issues of concern to the 
nursing profession, including: 

e Evolving competency requirements for nurses and 

resources to assist with those changes. 

e Stressful work environments. 

e Decline in recruitment and retention of applicants to 

nursing. 

¢ New categories of nursing and roles for nurses 

(industry, pharmaceuticals). 

¢ Working with school guidance counselors and 

recruitment for the profession. 

e The image and perception of the nursing profession. 

The coalition is working to gather information about the 
nursing profession in Missouri — including trends of where 
nurses are working, the hours they work and the education 
level with the type of employment. This current local data 
about nursing will help focus the priorities addressed at the 
Coalition’s next summit, planned for April 4, 2001, prior to 
the Missouri League for Nursing’s annual convention at 
Tan-Tar-A Lodge, Lake Ozark, Mo.

Applicants for a license by exam and endorsement are 
required to provide a completed fingerprint card with the 
application. This fingerprint card is used to conduct a back- 
ground check by the Missouri State Highway Patrol. 
Beginning January 1, 2001, applicants will be required to 
provide 2 completed fingerprint cards. One card will be 
used to conduct a background check with the Missouri 
State Highway Patrol and the other card will be used to 
conduct a background check with the Federal Bureau of 
Investigations (FBI). The FBI charges a $22.00 fee to con- 
duct a background check. This fee will be passed through 
to the applicant. 

It may take up to 3 months for the FBI to complete the 
background check, therefore, exam applicants are urged to 
apply to take the exam no later than 3 months prior to grad- 
uation.

VERIFICATION OF A LICENSE 

In order to verify licensure, ask to see an original current 
Missouri license or temporary permit before the employee 
reports to orientation. A temporary permit will have a 
raised Board seal. A license will have the expiration date, 
profession and license number. The license number could 
be the profession code (RN or PN) followed by a 6-digit 
number or a 10-digit number, which consists of the year of 
license followed by a 6-digit number. Example of a 6-digit 
license number could be RN060619. An example for the 
10-digit license number is 2000134178. When requesting 
verification from our office, you must provide the complete 
license number, which includes the year of license. 

The name, address and licensure status of all currently 
licensed nurses is public information. If you have any 
questions, please call the Board office to verify credentials 
before hiring.

Graduate Nurse Practice 


The Rule 

State Regulation 4 CSR 200-4.020 (3) reads: “A 
graduate of a nursing program may practice as a gradu- 
ate nurse until s/he has received the results of the first 
licensure examination taken by the nurse or until ninety 
(90) days after graduation, whichever first occurs.” 

Missouri does not issue a graduate temporary permit, 
however, if the individual qualifies s/he may practice as 
a graduate nurse under 4 CSR 200-4.020 (3). 

The graduate must cease practice as soon as s/he fails 
the exam or 90 days after graduation, whichever is first. 

We recommend that you have the graduate sign an 
Authorization to Release Confidential Information 
form so we may provide you with periodic updates on 
the person’s exam and licensure information. A sample 
authorization form is included with this article. 


After the Examination 

Graduates applying for an original license by exam in 
Missouri will be licensed automatically upon receipt of 
passing results provided all other licensure requirements 
are met. When results are received, the successful can- 
didate will be sent the results and a “pass” letter author- 
izing the person to practice until the license is received. 

There is a thirty (30)-day grace period for graduates 
who have successfully passed the first available licens- 
ing examination in another state following graduation to 
obtain a temporary permit or license in Missouri after the 
graduate has received his/her results. Graduates apply- 
ing for endorsement to Missouri should begin the 
Missouri licensure process immediately following grad- 
uation. As soon as the graduate receives passing results, 
the graduate should forward a copy of the results to our 
office so we can issue a temporary permit. A temporary 


permit cannot be issued until another state has issued the 
applicant the authority to practice in that state. 


About Orientation 

Orientation is considered to be employment. Any nurse 
in orientation must have either a valid Missouri temporary 
permit or current Missouri license. The only exception to 
this policy is if the nurse is practicing under an exemption 
as listed in Chapter 335.081 of the Missouri Nursing 
Practice Act or under State Regulation 4 CSR 200-4.020 
(3). 
Proper Supervision 

According to 4 CSR 200-5.010 (1), proper supervision 
is defined as, “the general overseeing and the authorizing to 
direct in any given situation. This includes orientation, ini- 
tial and ongoing direction, procedural guidance and period- 
ic inspection and evaluation.”

What are the IV Therapy prac- 
tice boundaries for IV Certified 
LPNs and non-IV Certified LPNs? 


Tadych 


At www.ecodev.state.mo.us/pr/nursing, click on Nursing 
Practice Act, click on Rules and Regulations, and go to 4 
CSR = =200-6.010 Intravenous Fluid Treatment 
Administration. Section (1) and (2) clarify definitions used 
in the rule and specify RN and LPN accountability. Section 
(3) spells out the only IV Therapy-related procedures that 
may be carried out by non-IV certified LPNs who defensi- 
bly have the requisite knowledge, education, skills, training, 
judgment, and experience to perform the specified proce- 
dures competently and safely. Section (4) and (5) identify 
the procedures, including those stated in Section (3), which 
may be performed by IV Certified LPNs who defensibly 
have the requisite knowledge, education, skills, training, 
judgment, and experience to perform them competently and 
safely. Section (6) states those IV Therapy procedures that 
cannot be performed by LPNs. 


Is there a definition in the Nursing Practice Act for 


what legally constitutes supervision as it would be 
applied to LPNs and unlicensed assistive personnel? 

At www.ecodev.state.mo.us/pr/nursing, click on Nursing 
Practice Act, click on Rules and Regulations, and go to 4 
CSR 200-5.010 Definitions where you will find “proper 
supervision” defined. 


Can a LPN direct/supervise a RN’s nursing care? 

At www.ecodev.state.mo.us/pr/nursing, click on Nursing 
Practice Act, click on Statutes, and go to 335.016 (9), RSMo 
for the authorized scope of practice of a LPN, and go to 
335.016 (10), RSMo for the authorized scope of practice of 
a RN. A LPN license provides LPNs with authority to per- 
form nursing care only under the direction/supervision of 
either a RN or a person licensed by a state regulatory board 
to prescribe medications and treatments. LPNs are not legal- 
ly authorized to perform nursing acts independently. 


Can a LPN be in charge of a unit with a RN working 
the floor on that unit? 

The authority LPNs have, given their LPN license, is dis- 
cussed above. It is important for RN supervisors, who dele- 
gate a unit charge role to LPNs, to consider the specific 
nature of the various unit administrative and clinical leader- 
ship responsibilities being delegated and not merely delegate 
the role. For example, the legal authority of LPNs does not 
include providing clinical leadership to RNs. RNs, on the 
other hand, have legal authority to provide clinical leader- 
ship to LPNs. 


Are there other statutes and rules than those in the 
Nursing Practice Act that may influence my scope of 
practice as a licensed nurse? 

At www.ecodev.state.mo.us/pr/nursing, click on Focus 
on Practice, click on Differentiating Statute from Rule, and 
go to either Other Statutes or Other Rules of Interest to 
Nurses for examples of laws other than those in the Nursing 
Practice Act that may impact the practice of licensed nurses. 
For example, an entity that is required to have a state license 
to operate will have laws that regulate its operations and 
may also have provisions in its licensing laws that can influ- 
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ence nursing practices within that entity. There may also be 
federal laws that certain entities may be required to abide by 
and these federal laws may also include provisions that can 
regulate practice. 


Can I, as a Board of Nursing recognized family nurse 
practitioner, do family practice under a collaborative 
practice arrangement with a psychiatrist who does no 
family practice? 

At www.ecodev.state.mo.us/pr/nursing, click on 
Advanced Practice and go to Collaborative Practice where 
you can review the rule, 4 CSR 200-4.200 Collaborative 
Practice. There are at least four (4) subsections in section (3) 
[(3)(A);(3)(B);(3)(C);(3)(D 11] of the Collaborative Practice 
rule that emphasize mutual scopes of practice between the 
collaborating physician and advanced practice nurse. 
Subsection (3)(A), for example, states that the methods of 
treatment and delegated authorities “shall be within the 
scope of practice of each professional and shall be consistent 
with each professional’s skill, training, education, and com- 
petence.”

Preventative Care for your Nursing License 

In order to enjoy good health, we all know we must 
engage in preventative health care. Those activities should 
include exercising, eating a healthy diet, not smoking, vis- 
iting the doctor/dentist for routine 
checks, getting adequate sleep and 
drinking plenty of water. More 
importantly, we know that non - 
participation in these activities may 
result in poor health. 

I believe the same general con- 
cept can be applied to caring for 
your nursing license. You will find 
that by participating in certain 
activities that you may keep your 
license in “good health” and hope- 
fully, complaint free. 

There are preventative activities 
that nurses can participate in to maintain good “licensure 
health.” Based on the types of complaints that are received 
in the Board office, I have identified below some of those 
activities. 

Medication error - The five rights of medication admin- 
istration must be utilized every time you administer a med- 
ication: the right drug, the right patient, the right dose, the 
right route and the right time. Follow facility policies and 
procedures related to documentation and wasting of con- 
trolled substances. 

Lapsed license - Your nursing license must be kept cur- 
rent by being aware of upcoming renewal time, and advising 
the Board office of address changes. New graduates must be 
aware of the graduate exemption practice period! 

Misuse/abuse of chemicals - Be mindful of the addictive 
potential of alcohol and controlled substances and that their 
use/misuse can interfere with your ability to consistently per- 
form nursing activities in an organized and competent man- 
ner. 

Abuse - Your nursing care must be given in a sensitive 
and caring manner, as though the patient is a member of your 
own family. Hurried, abrupt actions can reflect a less than 
caring nurse. A patient’s perception of your care of them is 
everything. 

Unprofessional conduct - Professional conduct must 
reflect an understanding as well as a demonstration of appro- 
priate, professional nurse-patient relationship boundaries. 

Familiarity with and following an entity’s policies and 
procedures regarding resignation and expectations of calling 
in ill for a shift assists you in demonstrating a professional 
demeanor. 

Poor nursing practice skills - Your nursing activities 
must reflect proper nursing judgement by performance that is 
consistently competent, responsible and accountable. 
Additionally, you must not place ourselves in a nursing envi- 
ronment where you may not have the appropriate knowl- 
edge, skills or expertise to assure safe patient care. 

Practicing beyond the scope of your nursing license - 
You can remain within your scope of practice by developing 
a working understanding of the clinical limitations of your 
license as identified under the definition of RN and LPN in 
the Nursing Practice Act. 

Documentation - Documentation of patient care must be 
timely, complete and accurate particularly for those patients 
who are undergoing a change of condition or experiencing 
pain. 

In closing, I’d like to remind you to participate in those 
activities that will keep you and your license “healthy.”
